MAYER SEBS RYPRESS HEN | 


THEN ANNOUNCES STRIKERS wiks, | 

BE REINSTATED. 

Says Places Are Filled Permanently, 
and Decision Is Not to Be Changed 
No Matter How Long Strike Laste— 
Adds That Same Is True of Majority 
of Places in Houses of Employers’ 


Held. 


New York. May 28.—[ Special. }—" Places of 
all the striking teamsters of express com- 
panies in Chicago have been permanently 
filled, and a large majority of the positions 
made vacant by the strike of teamsters of 
mémbers of the Employers’ aesociation have 
likewise been filled. The express company 
teamsters occupy the highest position of 
trust and oonfidence that is possible in the 
creft. They are in charge of valuable pack- 
ages of freight and money. were ex- 
plicitly and emphatically warned that if they 
struck they would part permanently from 
their employers and would not be reém- 
ployed. Notwithstanding that caution, and 
in defiance of their contract, they struck. 
They made no plaint and had no griev- 
ance of any kind. The express companies 
are resolute, and their determination is firm, 
final, and concluaive.’ Their position is irre- 
vocable, and they will continue along that 
. no matter how long the strike may con- 
tinue.’’ 

That statement wae made today by Levy 
Mayer, attorney for the Chicago Employers’ 
Teaming aerociation, after he had held con- 
fénences with the representatives of several 
express companies at the Holland house. 


| Reason fer Prompt Action. 


The remote ibility of a sympathetic 
atrike among ! l employés of the big ex- 
press companies, it has been suggested, is 
one cause of the visit of Mr. Mayer to New 
York at this time.

contrated capital is regarded as highly sig- 
nificant. The steel rafl peol has been con- 
vinced at last of the force ef this popular 
aentiment and has disbanded, denying at the 
same time that a pool ever existed, This dis- 
solution will not help the maintenance of 
prices and it is not a bull argument on the 
steel situation. The railroads are beginning 
to perceive that they are now actually cen- 
fronting an almost universal demand for 
rate regulation and there is nothing te en- 
courage the community of interest idea fur- 
ther, The acte of managers are 
under more general and critical review than 
they prebably ever have been. 

Even the tariff and its effects in contribut- 
ing to the strength of combinations of capital 
is beginning to be questioned. Attention is 
directed not toward the policy of protection 


but toward what may be considered its ex- 


cesses. While an abuse is fundamentally 
wrong, still those who have profited by such 
degree of protection as is being publicly dis- 
cussed can not but regard the possible 
change as a disturbing factor. — 
Bank Statement. 

The bank statement on Saturday made a 
fair showing. There was a considerable de- 
crease in both loans and deposits, resulting 
in an increase in the surplus reserve. The 
banking situation throughout the country 
seems fairly steady. The demand for money 


is small, and the outlook is not particularly ' 


gratifying from the viewpoint of banking 
profits. But haps it is not necessary that 
@ bank should earn from 25 to 40 per cent on 
its capital. A much smaller figure would 
still constitute a handsome return. Follow- 
ing is the bank statement:
